In the face of advice from rn auth¬ 
ority like Mr. Haney, how many 
more years will we continue to frown 
at a program of rotation and continue 
gambling with wheat and going a 
littl* farther in debt all the time. 

This does not mean that no wheat 
should be raised, far from it. It sim¬ 
ply meant? that unless we come to a 
realization of the facts and face th? 
matter fairly and squarely, adopting a 
diversified program of stock raising 
and crop-growing, the fertility of our 
land will be so depleted that wheat 
crops v 11 not oven pay our tax" 
By rotation and putting someth’ng 
back into the eoil instead of a ten or 
twelve bushel wheat crop we will 
have a 50 or 60 bushel crop of better 
grade wheat, because of a good con¬ 
dition of the soil. 

Into this kind of a program enters 
whfct, oats, beets, alfalfa, sweet 
clover, pasture and so on. And with 
those crops go hogs, sheeps and cattle 
to eat up the by-products of the farm 
The difference between successful and 
unsuccessful farming, lies very largely 
In tho system of rotation one adopts, 
and the livestock kept to make use of 
the by-products of such rotation. 

Wc are strongly in favor of a crop 
of beet 3 on every farm where irriga¬ 
tion is possible. We are often tcld 
that there is no mon°v in ft torn of 
beets to the acre. We do not advo¬ 
cate 8 ton beets, we advocate 16 18 
and 20 ton betts and we believe that 
this tonnage is just, as much possible 
here as any place else, if a : yotem 
of. good rotation is followed and the 
fertility of the soil increased. One 
point often overlooked is the fact 
that our soil has been wheat cropped 
for so long that its fertility is nearly 
What shall we do?
